Ancestors of Robert Todd Lincoln. 
it was found, played a leading part in 
olitieal affairs of 


the county during: latter part of 


the Hichteenth genthrz. near them 


serving in the state legislature a few 
yéars after the Revolutionary war. 

The first. Lincolns came into Ches- 
ter county from New Jersey about 
1720. These early arrivals were Mor- 
decal and his brother Abraham. 

Mordecal's family comprised four 
children, Mordecai, Thomas, “Virginia 
John“ and Abraham, born after his 
father’s death. Virginia John“ was 
the great-great-grandfather of Rob- 
ert Todd Lincoln. 

after the death of Mordecai the 
four sons moved to Berks county and 
the county records still show the ex- 
tent of the influence which the fam - 
ily éxerted in the affairs of the coun- 
ty. Mordecai and his wife, Mary, 
were owners of property in Reading, 
and Thomas = elected county sher - 
iff in 1758. 


The younger Abraham, however, 


‘was. the politician of the time. From 


1772 to 1779 he served as county com- 
missioner. Later -he was elected to 
the state assembly and he represent- 
ed the county-during 1782, 1783, 1784 
and 1785, 

At the close of the Revolutionary 
war he was chosen to make an ad- 
dress to. General Washington on a 
visit to Philadelphia. On the origina! 
draft of the Pennsylvania constitu- 
tion of 1790 his signature is found as 
a member af the constitutional con- 
vention from Berks county. 

Between the years of 1765 and 1768 
“Virginia: John,“ fred by the exploits 
of Daniel Boone, son of a neighboring 
farmer, left the.county and moved to 
Virginia. Some years later Abraham, 
a 2 the great-grandfather of Rob-

It is the same on Wall street itself
